From all 5 has been it it may 


eaſily be collected, that we do not intend, to 
enter into an exact Detail of every. ſingle 
Step, that was taken by theſe new M—-rs,.

bort as their Reign was, Thanks be to Pro- 
'vidence! it would require a voluminous Work, 
to enumerate all the dirty Particulars, and 
treat of them in a proper Manner; where 
fore, we ſhall leave this Taſl: to fore abler 
Pen, or, at leaſt, to one endued with a 
n greater 
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greater Stock of Patience, than. we pretend 
to; all that we deſign, being only to give a 
ſaccin& Account of the moſt flagrant. Parts 
of their Conduct, and eſpecially thoſe, which 
have chiefly contributed, to reduce us to our 
preſent hopeful Condition.

What renders this Conduct fill the more 
unpardonable, and inexcuſable, is, that after 
all our great Parade, and all our expen/ive 
Armaments, there 1s ſome Reaſon to doubt, 
whether it was ever ſeriouſly intended, to af 
ford any effe&tual Afiſtance to the Heroine of 
Hungary. For, tho' a large Body of Britiſh 


Forces were at over to Flanders, and were, 
not long after, join'd by 16000 Hanoverians, 


it was not till the Seaſon for Action was well 
nigh over ; ſo that we were burthen'd, with 
thoſe Mercenary Troops, full fix Months be- 


fore there was any Occaſion for them : Be- 


fides, they were order'd to a Place, where 
they could not be of any Manner of Uſe to 
that Princeſs, namely, to the Netherlands.

But, theſe are not the only Reaſons, for 
believing it was never ſeriouſly: intended, to 
give her Hungarian Majeſty any effecFual Re- 
lief; our Conduct, the following Campaign, 
renders it almoſt evident: For, how did 
we then behave ? Why, truly, we march'd 
up the Rhine into Germany, but, it did 
not quite appear that it was with Deſign 
to enter into Action; but to amuſe the 
People here at Home, and make a Shew of 
doing ſomething, for the immenſe Sums grant- 
ed for that Purpoſe. This may reaſonably be 
conjecturd, Fir/t, by the Meſſage ſent to the 
Emperor at Frankfort, that he had nothing 
to apprehend from thoſe Forces: Secondly, 
by our not improving our Victory at Det- 
tingen, in purſuing the flying French, though, 
they had firſt attack'd us; and the poſiti ve 
Refuſal of the H ns to concur there- 
in; for which, however, they were never 
called to any Account: Thirdly, by our not 
joining with the victorious Army of Prince 
Charles, and following our Blow: Fourthly, 
by our flatly rejecting all reaſonable Of- 
fers of Peace, (at leaſt, as is afferted in the 
Pruſſian Ma nifefto 7 when at Hanau; where 


as, for the Intereſt of the Queen of Hungary, 


we ſhould earneſtly have cloſed therewith, 
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and ſtrenuouſly adviſed : Fifi by, by our ne- 


ver making oe. Step towards promoting a Re- 


conciliation between the Courts ot Berlin and 
Vienna; an Omiſſion, which had always 


been imputed to our late Grand Vizier, as 
one of the moſt capital Faults. of his long, 
= e. and corrupt Adminiſtration. 


Theſ:, we ay, are ſome Reaſons, fot 
conjectu ing, that our Intentions were not 
vigorouſly to ſupport the Queen of Hunga- 
77 and that the wholefof our Operations 

at Campaign, like thoſe of the laſt, wou'd 


have been a meer military Farce, calculated 
only to /addle us with thoſ: obnoxious Troops 
another Vear. But, were theſe not ſufficient, 
a gelt more: convincing Reaſon, than any of 

theſe, is; that it has been the wiple Tenour 
of our Conduct. from the Year 1721, to 
1741, to reduce and weaken the Houſe of 


Auſtria, in Compliance with the jealous 
Views of a certain G- Elte; and 
that the preſent, wwretched Condition of that Fa- 


._mily, is entireiy owing thereto ; Was it there- 
fore to be imagin'd, that we would at one 
Stroke undo, what we had been 1 


Years diligently labouring to accompliſh ? 
None but a Natural can think this. We can- 
not, therefore, help being greatiy furprized, 


s that a Princeſs of ſuch excellent Senſe in 
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every other Point, ſhould not ſee through 


all this Grimace, and ſhould longer repoſe 
any Confidence in us. 


Our Conduct the very laſt Campaign, 
(which we therefore hope will be the very, 
laſt'we ever ſhall make, at leaſt, in thoſe- 
Countries, and on that Pretence,) renders this 
yet more clear'; for, after the timely Grant 


of a much greater Sum, than ever was be- 


fore given by this Nation, how did we be- 
have, either by Land, or Sea? Why, to 
the eternal Scandal and Diſhonour of this 
Kingdom, after ſuch infinite Expence, our 
Army fo late in the Year as the latter End 
of Fuly, they did not amount to above 
$6,000 Men; and, - inſtead of being able to 
ace the Enemy, they were forced to intrench

N And, as if all this was not ſufficient, but 
| they were firmly bent, upon putting the finiſh-

_ neſt, that we ſhall always be able to barn 
Radreſi, for the future, as ſoon as our juf? 
Complaints can force their Way to his Ears; 
and that, by our united and vigorous Efforts, 
we may at any Time, take away the Wicked 
from before the King, that bis Throne may be 
eſtabliſh'd in RIGHT EOUSN ESSO. 
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
